Helſe Cauſes are efficient or material. : As 
co the efficients,1n regard divers concottt» 
ons are made, there muſt be divers excrements, 
according to the variety of the parts, one in the 
liver, another 1n the heart, another 10 the ſtanes, 
womb, and the veins and arteries that contain 
blood and Spirits, when they are diſtempered, 
ſuffer the blood and Spirits to corrupt, and they 
are diſtempered by exceſs or occult malignity, 
by which the ſolid parts are often corrupted, as 
appears in foul ulcers, gangrens and ſphacels. 
This evil diſpoſition 1s ſomtimes from the pa» 
rents to the children, and they produce evil hu- 
mors, which cauſe the malignant Scab or Ele- 
phantialis. Somtimes it is from meat and drink, 
and venemous medicines 'that exceed in the firſt 
qualities, and ſecretly hurt the body. 
The Stars may do the ſame. For though they 
uſually nouriſh the earth with benigne influen- 
ces, yet by accident they may hurt this or that

Cib. lo. &-, Commodus the Emperor. Alſo Cowcumbers and 
mal. ſuc, Pompions produce humors as bad as poyſon, if 
they lie long in the body. | 
Alfo good meat not well digeſted in the Ro- 
mach, may cauſe bad chyle, and good blood is 
never made of bad chyle, but a humor or green 
choler, which is burnt and corrupted in the li- 


ver, and niixed with the blood, and when 1t reſts - 


in the veins, it is ſcarce perceived, but when it 15 
ſtirred by the motion ot the body or mind, it 18 
vorſe, and corrupts more, and is ſeparated from 
the pood humors, and brings yrcat diſeaſes, and 
ſudden death.

Ot the firſt ſort are the ham 0:5 that cauſe an 
Epileplie, fear of water, dancing, madneſs, Scur- 
vey, Colick, and malignant Dyſenteries, Ele» 
phantia(is, Gangrene, and hmply malignant Fe- 
yeis. Of the ſecond fort, are the humors that be- 
get peſtilenc ſeavers, and the plague. 
As tor the firſt ſort, the Epilephte and the other 
diſeaſes are not the eyident cauſes, or from ob- 
ſtruRion of the ventricles of the brain,nor is fe1: 
. of water, from the biting of a mad Dog. Bur this 
Epileplie is from a humour or rapor that hurts 
che membranes of the hrain,and the nerves eſpe- 
cially, Andfear of water may come from inter- 
nal humors without the bitiag of any mad crea- 
ture.

Paris is ſeldom free from the Plague, by rea- 
ſon of inundattons, for be{tdes the ſtink of the 
mud, all the Fakes of the City are full of ſtink- 
ag water, that go not into the Common-ſhore, 
but to the Gates of the City, and cauſe a ſtink, 
eſpecially in hot weather. 

Alſo malignant vapors ariſe from Dens and 
Caves,ſfaith Mercurialis, he had ſeen many Caves 
near Rome, Into which, if either man or beaſt go, 
they preſently die. 

The air becomes peſtilent, when the ſmal bo- 
dies that uſe to be in the air ( that of theinſelyes 
arenot yenemous ) do corrupt. 

Theſe are all danyerous diſeaſes, and none can 
be ſecure from them, for none can live withour 
air. Therefore let ſuch as by reaſon of their un- 
poym—ns or the like, cannot flie, never go a- 

Yoad, but with good Antidotes in their mouths 
and anointed about their noſes.

1. The contagious body 15 not onely a man, 
but an Ox or Sow, or the like. And that is on- 
Iy contagious that can breed any thing 1n it ſelf, 
which being ſent to another of the ſame kind, 
produceth the like diſeaſe, 

2. When that Contagion paſſeth to another 
body, with which it hath ſome likeneſs, the paſ- 
ſage is by infe&1on or ſeed,in which there 1s force 
to at by the quality that flows from the force. 
But we are ignorant of that quality and the form 
from whence it Rows : therefore it is truly cal- 
led an occult Quality. For this quality and forin 
are in as ſinal a body as an Atome, and 1s fo cal- 
led ; and as one ſaith, The infeQion of diſcaſcs 
15 multiplied by little bodies, that like ſeeds, 
comprehend the whole efſence of the diſeaſe. 

Now the quality by which the infetion acts 
ſo powerfully, is not manifeſt ; for no maniſeſt 
quality hath ſuch ſorce; Hut it 15 occult, and not 
fenfible, but known only by the cftect, Nor can

you ſay that this infeftion 1s the effe(t of rotten- 
neſs, for that pritrefatron be made many altera- 
tion are required, and long ttme.

A Contagion or Miaſina 1s ſowed and ſpred 
abroad two waies, either by fewel alone, or by 
the air, and by its fewel. This fewel 1s not the 
ſubject of that form, but gives a place to the con- 
tag19:i, Such are all things that are porous and 
thin, as wool, flaxy cotten, feathers, hairy beats 
Skins, and walles may receive Contagion, as ex- 
perience ſhews:and fome ſolider things,as ſtones 
and Metals, but then they are foul, for when they 
clean from filth,they cannot receive 1t fo ea - 
fily.

chantment by which through looks or by com- 

iendations, not only infants and men, but alſo 

Lambs, Hens, Horſes, and other beaſts, and al- 

ſo flouriſhing corn and plants are praiſed, till 
Arift. ef? they are killed, or grow weak and feeble. This 
34. Waitcheraſft 18 extended alſo to other things, ſome 
fear when they eat g:cedily,and others look ſted- 
faſtly upon them, and give part of their meat to 
them that ſo look upon them, ſaying, Do not be- 
Some extend this to things without 


Secondly, Faſcination is not onely by fight, 
but by tongue and voice, of which the Latin 


Poet Virgil, Eclog. 7. 


IWhen thou art praiſ”d, let Baccar crown thy Head 


For evil tongues have Prophets murthered. 


This Pliny obſerved, writing that in Ff+cz 
there are families of Witches, by whoſe praiſe 
and commendations hopeful things periſh, trees 


grow dry, and infants die. 


Hence I gather a threefold Faſcination 3 the 


firſt is Poetical or Vulgar ; the ſecoud i 
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Chap: 1: Of Faſtination or Witcheraftygc: 
ſophical 3 and the third Magical. The two firſt 
I deny, for the Poetical Witchcratr is fabulous, 
and delivered from hand to hand,rather ſuperſti- 
tiouſly then truly, according to which infants 
are ſaid to be bewitched, and other things, only 
by the adtive look of the Witch,as when any one 
praiſed another, or looks malittouſly upon hun 
whom he hates : Mothers and Nurſes hang A- 
mulets about their childrens necks to prevent 
this. And the Poet Theorritus teacheth againſt 
this Faſcination, That they ſhould ſpit thrice in- 
to their own boſomes that ſear it: 


Spit thrice in thy breaſt, 
And Witches deteſt. 


I ſuppoſe this Faſcination 15 not only fabulous 
but ſuperſtitious, and Divines have curſed the u- 
ſers and the allowets of it. And reaſon ſhews, 
that there 1s no force in-this Faſcination, ſor no- 
thing is ſent out of the eye that may carry it, be- 
cauſe ſight from the beſt Philoſophers, is not by 
ſending forth any thing from the eye, but by re- 
celving of ſpecies into the eye ; though another 
Poet hath writen thus:

Certainly the horrid aſpe&t of anugly old 
woman may terrife an infant,ſo that the humors 
being raiſed, they may complain as if diſpleaſed,

Witches of divers ſotts, 

The firſt are called 7ychanters and Enchant- 
merits, Theſe areetther Verſes, good or bad : the

be ſatisfied with knowledg, that the Chaldzans 
and Apyptians when they could not underſtand 
all things they defired, ſought to the Devil for 
aid, hence the name of a Mapictan is infamous, 
although thoſe men do labor to deſtroy Diabo- 
like operations by the ſtrength of nature. 

5. They are called Sage from knowing much, 
theſe profeſs to know and do much, and from a 
league with the Devil, can raiſe Storins, and 
hurt man and beaſts and corn. And for this 
purpoſe they uſe charmes, wages and chara- 
(ters.

bread ſo big that none could ſwallow it whole 
this ſhe did often, 

Cornelius Gemma mentioned another,of which 7x4, + do 
he was an eye-witneſs, beyond all admiration, d;y; nag, 
ſo that there is no doubting of this queſtion, <ap, 

Foreſtue reports that he ſaw a cloth, nails,bits g;, 1g 
of iron, hair, and bones vomited. And Francis obſer. 16. 
Feidelſhem page 186. reports that a melancho- ;,, [tho. 
lick man vomited iron,bullets,zygun-powder,and 
other ſtrange things. 

And what is more wonderful, ſome have loſt 
their privities by witchcraft, of which wo ar TR . 
Codronchius, who fates a young man envied a vn 2 . 
young woman, and defiring to leave her,loſt his , ;. _ 
privities. And when another woman had eaughe * ** 
him to uſe fair words and promifles, and if need 
required, threatnings and force to compel her to 
reſtore them. He took her counſel, and at even- 
ing in a convenient place found.out his Miſtriſs, 
& when neither by prayers, nor any fair promi- 
ſes.he could not perſwade her, he put a towel a- 
bour her neck, and almoſt choaked her znor did 
he loſe till ſhe promiſed him help. Then ſhe pur 
her hand between his thighs, and took away the 
enchantment. 

There are ſo many Hiſtories to confirm this 
from credible Authors, that 1t would be tedious 
to relate all. And it is manifeſt every where that 
Witches have confeſſed before the Judges, thae 
they hare made ſome blind, others lame, others 
to have the Palſie, and others great pain, and to 
have cauſed many diſeaſes, Hence it is manifeſt 
that diſeaſes may come by Witchcraft.

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Chap, 4, Vuierus dexies that 
Diſeaſes may come by Witch- 
craft, 

Rom what hath been ſaid, you may eafily ſee 
the vain defenſe by Vuierus of Witches ; he 
takes all theſe for fables, and cannot be brought 
to believe that there are Witches. And he ſup- 
poſes that all things which Witches think they 
: do, are meer dreams and Phantaſmes : and he 
Lib. de {4- affiems that the ſancy of Witches is onely delu- 
mus C, 5. ded by the Devil, ſo that they confeſs they have 
done,whith they neither could,nor nature could 
ſuffer to be done:and he ſates many other things 
which will fall of themſelves by what ſhall be 

written hereafter,

TO decide this Controverſie 1n ſhort, we mull 
do it by ſome concluſjons. 

The firlt is, Zt is the Witches purpoſe to hurt 
men by diſeaſes, and many men have been ſo hurt. 
The Hiitories in Chap. 3. prove this concluſion: 
and Sprengerus hath many more 1n his hammer 
apainit Witches. And though Vaierus takes theſe 
for fables, yet Hiſtory 15 not ſo raſhly to be delu- 
ded : thar theWitches do att therein 15 manifelt, 
becauſe the inſtrumets of Witchcraft being take 
away, or theWitches burnt or dead, the patients

row ſound, and the charmes ceaſe. 

The ſecond Concluſion, Although Witches de- 
termine to huye men, yet neicher do it, nor Can they 
do iz. The Witches are not the firſt cauſes of fuck 
operations, but the Deyil : the Witches are his 
work-fellows,at whoſe requeſt by Gods permiſ- 
Gon, he afflits men with ſuch diſeaſes. There- 
fore the Devil and theWitch muſt agree to cauſe 
Witchcraft formally, We deny not but the De- 
vil may in dreams ſuggeſt what the Witches may 
think true when awake, as appears by many hi- 
ftories in Baptiſta porta and Y wierus, as that of a 
woman which anointed her ſelf and ſlept, and a- 
waking, affirmed that ſhe had been at Sea, and 
flew over mountains. There are many the like 
of women, which ſtirr'd not out of their bed that 
night, yet affirmed that they did wonders 11 
ſtrange places. 

Moreover, it is pleaſing to the Devii to have 
Witches obedient to him, and he perſwades 
them that they may do good or hurt to whom 
they pleaſe : To this end he gives them inſtru- 
ments, as pouders which may cauſe diſeaſes or 
death, by putting them into meat or drink, or 
rubbing their bodies therewith ; which if hey 
cannot do, it will be ſufficient to ſprinkle them 
only upon therr cloacths: To kill, it is a black 
pouder 3 to cauſe a diſeaſe, it is aſh-coloured, 
ſometimes red, to cure it is white, either to be 
ſprinkled upon them, or to be given 1n meat or

the diſeaſe be in the humors, the Devil by the 
command of the Witch moveth the internal cau- 
ſes,eſpecially melancholy,and ſo caufeth melan- 
choly diſeaſes ; therefore ſhe rejoyceth at the 
diſpoſition of Epilepticks, and gets into them : 
for firſt he gathers all the black choller together, 
and then moves it, and ſends the ſmoak of it in- 
to the cells of the internal ſenfes, and if they be 
ſharp as uſually they are, it caufeth the Falling- 
fickneſs, when he gathers a thick ſlimy matter 
znto the inward ſubſtance of the nerves he cau- 
ſeth a Pallie, deafneſs and blindneſs, by putting 
evil excrements into the Organs: oftentimes ha- 
ered and loyeand other pafſions. Hence the Poet, 


Thow makeſt the detreſt brothers for to jary. 


That he may hurt ſpeedily, he taketh the ſpi- 
ritual ſubſtance of the blood, and purgeth it,and 
ſeparateth it from the groſs.Or he —— a quin- 
tefſence of poyſons,as Chymiſts do of Gold,and 
with that infeRs the vital ſpirits, which works 
fo ſtrongly that it cannot be overcome by natu- 
ral means and cauſeth death certainly. 

It is wonderful what he doth by Witches to 
diſturb wedlock, to hinder propagation of man- 
kind, to which he is a deadly enemy, this is cal- 
led, the tying of the point, this he doth by pro- 
hibiting the Cad of ſeed, or hindering of 
ere&tion of the yard, while it drieth and wil not 
be ſpent. He doth the ſame to women by ma- 
king a preternatural diſeaſc in their p:ivities, ſo 
that they cannot receive a man. 

To this are referred the Philtres or Love po- 
tions which may cauſe Lechery,but cannot cauſe 


the loye of any particular man, but inſtead of

For the Witch wil not do it her ſelf for fear 
of diſcovery or the like, but commits the whole 
matter to the Deyil, 'and what ſhe commands he 
preſently doth, This is plain from a ſtory n 
Nicolas Remigius, that one curſed another that _ 
wronged him, and he was taken up with a Lib. deme- 
wind, and thrown down again, and made lame 79a. ; 
of one leg, ſo that he could not go ; this he told [#34 6. 124 
the Shepheards that brought him home, He 
mentions two other Stories which clear thejtruth 
of this. | 

The fifth concluſion. Somrimes the Devil de- 
tudes men and perſwades them to diſeaſes they have 
08. This 15 proved Chap. 3. out of Bapiiſta Co- 
dronchius concerning the taking off of the pri1- 
ties ; for it is not in the Deyils power to reſtore / 
members when taken off. | 

The fixth Concluſion. Alchough diſeaſes 4nd 0- 
ther evils which Witches think they lay upon men 
Come from the Devil 4s the imediate canſe, and the 
Witch doth nothing ; yet are they bn fault, by rea» 
fon of their covenant with the Devil, that hnr:s men 
at their requeſt, and by reaſon of their will to huvt, 
they are gulty of ig. This is contrary to Huerins 
who defending Witches, as in Chap.4. we thew- 
ed, ſaith That what the Witches do is but a 
pitanle and meer deluſion, and whatſoever 1s 

ſpoken 
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ſpoken of contratts with the Devil from the beſt 
Authors. It 1s a wonder I cannot conceive how 
a chriſtian ſhould ſo caſt off all piety, that he 
ſhould forgec his Creator and Redeemer, and 
his Covenant with them in Baptiſm and go into 
the Devils waies, and profeſs hunſelf an open e. 
nemy to his Creator and Lord who can preſent- 
ly deſtroy him in Hell fire, and joyn himſelf to 
the enemy of mankind the Deyil : This hath 
been and 1s yet done, as appears by many H1- 
Rories and confeſſions of Witches without tor- 
ments. | 

And how can theſe be meer Phantaſms when 
the Witches have marks of their flavery which 
they willingly ſufferred to be made by the Devil 
upon their bans vilzble to all mens eyes. And 
it is plain that the Devil made them, for if you 
prick them with needles they feel no pain, nor 
do they bleed the leaſt drop, as Vicelas Remigf- 
«: affirms by Hiſtories: 

The ſixth Concluſion. Though the power of 
che Devil be great, yet he Can hurt none by the 
Witches power with him but by Gods permiſſion. 
This is manifeſt from the hiſtory of Fob, whom 
the Devil never afflifted without Gods conſent 
and permiſſion. 2. The Goſpel ſhews that he 
could not enter into the Swine or hurt them 
without Gods permiſiion,nor doth a hair fall fro 
the head without Gods will and permiſſion. 
Therefore the Devil promiſeth to do what the 
Witch commands him, they cannot have their 
deſire except God permit. And Bodinus writes 
there are not two 1n a hundred that witchcratc 
can hurt. And it is known to be true from the

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Chap. 6, of the Signs of diſ- 
eaſes from Witchcraft, 


T is yery bard to know theſe diſeaſes, and we 
mult be yery induſtrious to diſcover theme 
This 1s becauſe the Devil doth fo warily get into 
natural cauſes that 1t is not eafily diſcerned, 
what comes from natural cauſes and what from 
the Devil. Fernelius gives an example of this in 
a young Knight which had a ſhaking and Con- 
vullion by firs ; which by divers remedies given 
for ſome months could not be removed, but 1n 
the third month the Author of the diſeaſe was 
known, by voices and unuſual words and ſen- 
tences, Greck and Latin, which was the Devil, a al 
and more plainly when he diſcoyered the ſecrets - cauf. M 
of thoſe that ſtood: by, and of rhe' Phyſztuians, ns. 
ſcoffing at them for their vain medicines, by 
which they had almoſt killed the party. 
The firſt ſ1gn then is of diſeaſes from the De- 
vil, when practiſed Phyfitians doubt of the figns, 
and cannot ſatisfie themſelyes, and all things are 
given in vain and to no purpoſe. 
Another fign is, becauſe ordinary diſeaſes 
come by degrees and have their times and ſea- 
ſons, and come to their ſtate, but theſe are 1n 
their vigor without any apparent cauſes. | 
Thirdly they have extraordinary ſymptoms 
and conyullions, no cauſe aforegoing that ap- 
pears : ſome ſay that if the Witch comes to ſec 
the Patient he is worſe,and trembles or is other- 
wiſe altered:but the certain ſign is when a knife 
or a needle, or the like is \o nifed or purged 
forth, or come from ulcers (| at breed not natu- 
rally in the body. ff Rene Soine 
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Some have another (3gn which to me is ſuper- 
ſtitious, they waſh the Patient with the decoRi- 
on of Vervain, and if nothing be ſound in the 
decottion, or its colour not changed, they ſay 
there is no Witchcraft : but if many 6f his hairs 
be found in it, it is a hgn of Witchcraft, this L 
ſay is ſuperſtitious though Vervain is common- 
ly thought to diſcover Witcherafr. 

Qne think I ſuppoſe proves Witchcraft when 
married people formerly loving very well, hate 
one another without any evident cauſe. 

There are many Hiſtories to confirm this. 

From whence we may gather this Prognoſtick. 
That all diſeaſes from Witchcraft are long and 
uncurable but by the great mercy of God.

L. ce 104. the force of Love-potions : Nor a Horſe-ſhoe 
nailed ro a Threſhold, nor a thouſand other 
things which are -uſed againſt Witchcraft, for 
how can theſe being natural drive away diſeaſes 
which are cauſed by the Devil, who is without a 
body and hath no organs of ſenſe, and therefore 
can neither be touched with natural bodies nor 
can be either pleaſed or diſturbed thereby. AI- 
though we wil not deny chat God who 15 above 
all nature, can give power to natural things to 

work upon 1ncorpareal. 
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Nor is it lawful for a Chriſtian by any means 
fo go to any Witch, and pray ber or perſivade 
her that ſhe hurt not, or that ſhe ſhould take a- 
way any miſchief done ; for ſo he ſhould pray to 
the Devil who did the miſchief, and not the 
Witch, as I ſhewed at large. 

It remains therefore that we only turn to AIl- 
mighty God heartily, and implo:e the good An- 
—- his Miniſters, to defend us from thoſe evils 
which the Devil beſets us with both fleepin, and 
waking. |

cured by natural remedies, but not hmply ; for 
in ſuch diſeaſes rhere are two cauſes namely Na+ 
tural and Diabolical, and it the Devil ceaſe noy 
to at or hurt, there can be no perfect cure. 

The Natural medicines arc twofold, either 

ſuch as evacuate foul humors, which the Devil 

uſeth to cauſe diſeaſes, or Alrerers and Antido- 

tes which are agaimit the diſpoſitions brought in 

by the Devil.

TheFirſt Epiſtle. 


Oſt Renowned, Excellent and moſt 
experienced Sir, my Godfather and 
much honoured Friend, I pre- 
fent thee with a miſerable but ad- 
mirable Phyſical Hiſtory ( which I 

laſtly told you in ſhort ) as I had it chiefly from 
mine own obſervation written with mine own 
hand. 

A certain honeſt godly woman twenty two 
years old, of a Jaudabl le remper, ſomwhat incli - 
nin2 to melancholy, mn the year 1634. the 8: 
of November being Saturday, was troubled at 
evening with an unuſual ſtopping and heavineſs 
at the breaſt, ſhe went to bed at her accuſtomed. 
hour with deſire to fleep,and though ſhe obtain- 
ed her deſire preſently, yet was grievouſly trou- 
bled, by which means after twelve of the clock, 
ſhe was heard often to groan ſadly,but they ſup- 

poſed

poſed ſhe dreamed, and called her ; but ſhe a- 
waked not til ſh: had often groned : being a- 
waked ſhe often liited up her eyes, but Ed 
them not long open, bur preſently compoſed her 

ſelt for ſleep again, and ſpake not above three 

words. In the morning being Sunday, and the 

the 9:h of November, ſhe aroſe at (1x of the clock 

thinking upon the Church, and how ſhe might 

according to her promiſe bring a yong maid to 

be married to a Miniſter of the Church. But on 

a ſudden ſhe beheld two blew ſpots in both 

hands, -which crept up from the wriſts to the 

bending of the Arm, not in one continued line, 

and above both the bendings of the arms. there 

were divers letters, among which were theſe two 

NX B. joyned together, and many croſſes of this 

ſorm + ſhe being undaunted continued her holy 

reſolution, and by Gods affiſtance ſhe went to 

Church at $8.inthe morning,and was very merry 

at the wedding-dinner, til tour in the afternoon, 
and perceived no diſturbance that day nor that 

night, but munday morning following being 

Novem. 10. ſhe obſerved the number of crofles 

increaſed about her neck, breaſt and belly to the 

bottom of it. And all that day ſhe felt grear 

ſtrattneſs and troubles, one fit followed another, 
and ſhe had ſo great a defire to ſleep, which was 
the forerunner of a fit, and more works and 
croſſes that ſhe could not be kept awake, at 
which time ( to the terror and admiration of 
the beholders ) the charaters mentioned moſt 
like croſſes were in molt parts of her body, fo
